That title to all real estate and 


school properties held on the date 
of the execution of the jointure re- 
main the property of each Individ- 
ual district, together with subse- 
quent improvements thereto. 


That the seven present members 


of the Warren School Board be- 
come members of the jointure 
board together with seven repre- 
sentatives from the outlying dis- 
tricts. 


That sharing of the capital out- 


lay be dependent upon the number 
of pupils registered from the vari- 
ous districts. 


While no decision could be made 


by the representatives attending 
last night's session, they will now 
confer again with their boards and 
resume the discussions at a later 
date, October 27 having been sug- 
gested for the next meeting.

The Federal Reserve Board cut 


home buyers and purchasers 
of

day when it suspended Regulation 
X. That is the government order 
that since October, 1950, had set 
official limits on the amount of 
credit lenders could give in home 
and commercial property sales. 


Regulation X applied only 
to 


new-buildings. 


Simultaneously the Housing and 


Home Finance Agency HHFA an- 
nounced it was loosening Its regu- 
lation* governing credit In horn* 


sales where government loan* or 
guarantees are a part 
of the 


transaction.

REVITALIZED ROK ARMY 


The recent strong showing of South Korean forc- 


es on the central front in Korea is heartening 
news. The troops involved were, of course, the crack 
Capitol Division, of whom much is expected. 
But 


the performance nevertheless was good for South 
Korean morale generally. 


It was good for more than that. Gen. James A. 


Van Fleet, commander of the American Eighth Army 
in Korea, has been engaged for months in an intens- 
ive program to train and re-equip the entire South 
Korean army so it may one day stand on its own 
feet in the defense of its soil. The South Koreans 
need to see evidence that they can do this, even on 
a limited sector of the front. 


After more than a year of fruitless peace nego- 


tiations at Kaesong and Panmunjom, none of the 
Western nations looks with optimism upon the Kore- 
an situation. Wishing neither to widen the war nor 
to pull out, our leaders have allowed themselves to 
become enmeshed in apparently endless and point- 
less proceedings at the council table. 


About the most positive thing that has devel- 


oped in recent months is our repeated insistence 
upon truce talk recesses so long as it is evident the 
Reds do not intend to discuss terms seriously. This 
-keeps alive the machinery for negotiation without 
reducing our truce team to a mere captive audience 
for Red propaganda. 


Since these talks have proved so thoroughly un- 


productive, their sole important effect has been to 
dampen military activities and create a stabilized, 
if not a stalemated, front. Perhaps that is the way 
the Communists want it—a stability that does not 
drain Chinese and North Korean and Russian sub- 
stance too heavily but yet keeps us occupied, deny- 
ing us the opportunity to ease off in manpower and 
materiel. 


If that is the Red aim, there is no way we can 


extricate ourselves from the dilemma it poses except 
to find adequate substitute for the American and 
other Allied forces -now 
holding the line. That's 


where Van Fleet and his South Korean training pro- 
gram conies in. 


The one big-hope for us at the moment in an oth- 


erwise dismal situation is that the South Korean 
army may become a truly formidable force. If it 
does, then the South Koreans may be safely entrust- 
ed with the future defense of their own country, 
and our land, air and sea divisions may be largely 
freed for other services or to return to normal civilian 
pursuits. 


It would be unrealistic to imagine the South 


Koreans at the best could take care of their own 
equipment needs. These we shall most certainly 
have to fill, evn if there is not an American soldier 
on Korean soil. But this would be a relatively small 
burden compared to what we are bearing today.

McGranery Seen Losing Post 
Before Justice Cleanup Ends

N— (NEA)— They're coming to work on time at the 


Department of Justice now, and showing some interest in their 
work. 


When Judge James Patrick McGranery of Philadelphia first took 


over as U. S. attorney general less than four months ago, he found 
that many of the attorneys were reporting for work around 10 o'clock 
in the morning. They had a very good reason for this. They said 
they had nothing to do. Things were that bad. 


Four months is of course insufficient time in which to clean up 


completely a government department of 4500 people, when it has 
been going down hill for six years. This figure of 4500 takes in only 
the staff that is supposed to be the government's top law enforcement 
agency. 


Best estimates now are that it would take another year and a hall 


to reorganize and restaff the Department of Justice and get it running 
as it should be run. Attorney General McGranery doesn't have that 
much time. He has only another four months before a new adminis- 
iration takes over. 


CO cleaning up the mess in the Justice Department won't get done 
^ by the incumbent A. G. unless, of course, Governor Stevenson 
should be elected President and decide to keep Judge McGranery in 
his cabinet to finish the job he has just started. 


That is considered pretty much of a political long shot. For Gov- 


ernor Stevenson already has as his Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell, who was the original counsel for Ren 
Frank Chelf 's House Committee assigned to investigate the Department

Talk on Zoning By 
Borough Solicitor 
Heard by Rotarians 


provisions of zoning and the ad- 


vantage* of zoning' to a munici- 
pality were comprehensively out- 
lined and described to member* of 
the Warren Rotary club at their 
regular weekly luncheon meeting 
In the YWCA, Monday, by Atty. 
8. Knox Harper, borough solicitor. 


Mr. Harper divided his talk into 


three parts, the general -history 
and subject of zoning in Warren 
borough, and remained for a time 
following the meeting to answer 
a number of questions the club 
members wished to ask. "Zoning 
Is the action a municipality takes 
to divide the said municipality into 
zones designated for certain types 
of use," was Mr. Harper's defini- 
tion, explaining these as residen- 
tial, commercial and industrial. 


..He said that before zoning was 


Introduced in America, 
a 
man 


could do with his property as he 
wished or build as he wished no 
matter in what section of a town 
hie holding was located. He said 
that as the cities grew, orderly 
planning became a necessity be- 
cause of the hodge podge condi- 
tions resulting without it. He said 
it was felt there should be zoning 
for 
the well-being of a city, the 


purpose behind it being the gen- 
eral welfare, health and safety of 
the people. He said that while zon- 
ing was first resorted to in this 
county in 1920, it had been used 
In Europe since 1S50, is now in ex- 
istence in every state of the TJn^ 
ion and the laws of zoning are 
more 'or less uniform. 


Mr. Harper said that wherever 


attempts have been made to halt 
zoning on the grounds that it is 
unconstitutional, the courts have 
rules that the power of the com- 
munity is paramount and zoning 
will he upheld unless it is 
arbi- 


trary in nature. He said that it is 
now conceded a community should 


be well planned and h« compared 
the ease with which zoning is put 
into effect in the newly built so- 
called atomic towns as with the 
difficulties encountered in cities 
which were built Ions; ago. 


Mr. Harper traced 
zoning in 


Warren since it was started here 
in 1949 to the comprehensive new 
ordinance adopted Sept. 21, 1951 as 
a result of the work of the zon- 
ing board which then ceased 
to 


function. He explained the differ- 
ent zoning areas, residential being 
for homes only, commercial 
for 


commercial use but also open to 
homes, and industrial for 
indus- 


tries but also open to commercial 
and residential 
uses except for 


such industries prohibited in War- 
ren, fat rendering, manufacture of 
explosives, etc. He told of require- 
ments for having a. certain amount 
of space in family units and the 
provision lor off-street 
parking 


wherever construction is planned. 


The speaker was introduced by 


Dr. LeRoy B. Campbell.

Letter to the Editor: 


There has been much discussion, 


both pro Tand con regarding the 
fluoridation of the water supply of 
our city. But regardless of which 
side you are on, there are a few 
pertinent facts£that cannot be ig- 
nored by anyone. First, it is the 
primary duty of any town or city 
to furnish its citizens with pure 
drinking water. 


In times .of epidemics or to pre- 


vent epidemics they are permitted 
to take such precautions as neces- 
sary to insure this purity! But In 
no stretch of the imagination can 
it be said that fluoridation of the 
water purifies or rids it of any 
;erms or bacteria. Neither can it 
be said that tooth decay is con- 
tagious, nor can it be called an 
epidemic. It Is strictly a medi- 
cine or chemical used exclusively 
for the prevention of tooth decay. 
This makes the city and water 
company a dispenser of medicine, 
which is unlawful. 


It also sets up a dangerous pre- 


cedent, as there is nothing to stop 
the next group, wanting to put 
something in the water for arthri- 
tis or rheumatism.

Similarly, commercially 
prepared foods within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Act, in whcih a fluori-
